More than 6,OOO new cases of influ­ 
enza in urm> cam ps have been re­ 
ported to the office of the surgeon 
general of the arm y. 
One hundred 
und seventy deaths, resulting chiefly 
from peuumonia following influenza, 
ami 723 new cases of pneumonia, also 
were reported. 
Two 
cam pi, 
Kearney, 
California, 
and Eustis. Virginia, were added to 
the list of those where Influenza has 
m ade its appearance, leaving ouly 13 
cam ps free from 
the disease. 
T he 
total num ber of eases of influenza in 
all cam ps was placed at 35,146, with 
3,036 cases of pneumonia. 
One out j 
of every four men at Camp Devens, 
Mass., 
has 
contracted influenza, 
it 
was announced, und lo per cent of 
the cases have developed Into pneu­ 
monia. 
In canceling the call for the en 
trainm ent

draft registrants 
early next 
month 
G eneral Crowder 
acted upon instructions from G eneral 
March, chief of staff. 
E very state
